It the total cost of government 
during that period had been $ 68,- 
450.66, as stated in the articles 
above réferied to, the tax rate to 
have covered this outlay would have 
been 33.78 on each $100 of assessed 
valuation, after deducting... receipts 
from sources other than property 
taxes. 

We are thankful to say in this 
regard that our tax rate for all pur- 
poses has never exceeded the sum of 
$1.20 on each $100. assessed valua: 
tion for cost of government, bond 
interest anad redemption: on .munici- 
pal improvement bonds. Nowhere in 
the report of the state controller wih 
de found a statement which directly 
or indirectly shows that the expendi- 
ture per capita in the city of Rich- 
pond is or was. $41.77, 

A comparison with the rate of 
other municipalities at all compar- 
able with Richmond, will show that 
Richmon@ enjoys one of the lowest

The facts of the matter are that 
the total expenditures for the gov~ 
ernment of the city of Richmond ofr 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1916, 
was the sum of $187,042.48. A very 
reasonable estimate if the popula- 
tion of the city during that period 
was 18,000. Dividing this sum by 
the total expenditures gives a cost 
per capita of 810. sy instead 2.
